SCHOOL LAND 


GRAFT SHOWN 


BY DONAHEY 


[ASSOCIATEO P«e»8 TELEGRAM) 


Columbus, Jan. 30. — This Is the 


simple little lesson in "school land 
graft" presented to Governor Cor to- 
day by State Auditor A. V. Donahey, 
in * report on school lands: 


Two men leased 164 acres of school 


lands in Hocking county for an an- 
neal rental of $23.80. They have suu- 
lessed it to an oil company which 
every year pumps oil valued at 162.125 
from two wells on the land. The act- 
ual amount which the school receives 
from the land is .3500 of one per- 
cent of the actual wealth produced 
from the land yearly. 


•*! have reason to believe there are 


scores of similar cases in school 
lands of the state," said Auditor 
Donahey. 


The state is being mulcted out of 


many thousands of dollars because 
official* have not Ihvestioitcd terms 
of school land leanc* 
They are al- 


lowed to run year after year without 
chunjee of rental asked. ' and 
often 


sold for a mere fraction of what thcr 
are worth." 


The auditor announce*! his inten- 


tions to ask the attorney general to 
brine suit enjoining further waste of 
oil from thew lands, and to sue for 
recovery of damages where waste al- 
ready ha* bren committed. 


"I believe the law authorizing me 


leasing of these land* did not con- 
template bentowin* mineral rights 
upon lite letne^s." said Mr. Donahey 


Auditor Donaney made the foriral 


auditor. He admitted this is intend- 
ed as a little slap at Mr. Heffernan. 


Mr.-* Danahey's 
recommendations 
are as follows: 


"The sale of all school, college and 


ministerial lands should be suspended 
until the next session of the legisla- 
ture in order that this department 
may determine if the laws pertaining 
to re-appraisements and periodical ad- 
justments or rents are being complied 
with. 


"The general officers whose duty it 
is to lease the school lands and col- 
lect the rents should be required to 
make reports to the auditor of state, 
giving the names of the 
original 


lessees of land that have not been sold, 
description, rental and other infor- 
mation. 


"The auditor of state should not be 


required to prepare a deed for sale of 
any such lands until these reports are 
made to him, and he knows all rents 
have been paid, according to the law.

PRESIDENT CONFERS 


CHARGED WITH BEING 
"GLORIOUSLY DRUNK" 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 30.—That 


Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation1 of Labor was 
"gloriously drunk" at the 
Seattle 


convention of the federation was the 
charge made by Duncan McDonald 
of Illinois, at the convention of the 
United Mine Workers of 'America 
today. During the prolonged cheers 
"liar, slanderer'' were hurled at Mc- 
Donald by Gompers who sat on the 
platform. 


"I am glad Mr. Gompers is here 
so-I can say what I want to," said 
McDonald In beginning his reply to 
the speech made yesterday by Mr. 
Gompers. "I said there were booze 
fighters in charge of the American 
Federation of Labor and I'll prove 
it. 'At the Seattle convention I had 
a room with my wife, at a hotel next 
to the room reserved by the reso- 
lutions committee. 
One Saturday 
night we could not sleep for 
the 
noise made by a bunch of drunks 
In the next room. 
I appealed to 
the clerk of the hotel and the noise 
grew louder. Then I went down to 
the hotel office and the night man- 
ager called Jim 
Duncan 
on 
the 
phone and told 
him they 
would 


have to get out of the room 
that 


they were disturbing all 
on the 
floor. 


"The noise grew fierce and I fin- 
ally knocked on the door of the 
room and was asked to come in and 
have a drink. 
When the door was 


opened there sat Sam Gompers at 
the head of the table gloriously 
druu-k with a bottle of booze in his 
hand." 


The statement threw the conven- 
tion in an uproar and it was some 
time before order was restored. 
While the confusion was 
at 
its 


height Gompers called McDonald a 
liar and a slanderer. 


Mr. Gompers followed McDonald 


and denied absolutely the charge of 
drunkenness. He declared the state- 
ment "libellous, untruthful, vicious, 
slanderous and without any form of 
honor." 


Mr. Gompers left the hall to take 
a train before Charles H. Moyer, 
President of the Western Federation 
of Miners could speak.

sion of the legislature will be report- 
ed out not later than'' Tuesday was 
the statement made today by Speaker 
Swain of the lower house. Final ac- 
tion of these bills will be 
taken 


Wednesday, Mr. Swain believes, per- 
mitting adjournment at that time. 


To insure completion f the work 


Wednesday, it is the plan of both 
houses to hold an all day session 
Tuesday and if necessary, Wednes- 
day. The date on which the legis- 
lators will reconvene for a day to 
formally complete the special ses- 
sion's work has not yet been decided 
upon bat it probably will be a week 
or ten? days from next Wednesday. 


In fhe House the principal bills to 


be acted upon next week are- 
The 


Green screen bill; the Mills utility 
bill; the Friebolin judicial bill; the 
automobile bill, prescribing a sliding 
scale for license rates; and the bud- 
get appropriation bill.

CAPE HAJTIEN 


Bringing survivors of the' Old Do- 
minion liner Monroe, the steamer, 
Nantucket passed into the Virginia 
capes at 11:80 a. m. today, headed 
for Hampton Roads, according to a 
wireless message received here. She 
is conveyed by the Old Dominion 
steamer Hamilton and is due 
to 
reach Norfolk at 1:30. 


With a heavy canvas covering her 


crumpled bow and with a partially 
shifted cargo causing her to list to 
starboard, the 
Nantucket docked 


while several thousand people waited 
for the survivors. 


Many of the rescued stood upon 


the deck wrapped in blankets. There 
were two dead among toe saved. 
The bodies were those of Mrs. 
Thomas Harrington, daughter of J. 
Kelley, No. 55 Stevens Street, Nor- 
walk, Conn., and Lieut. Legrand B. 
Curtis of the Second Coast Artillery. 


Mrs. Harrington's body placed In 


a temporary coffin, was-borne from 
the Nantucket. Her husband refused 
to leave until the body had been 
brought ashore. 


The body of Lieut. Curtis was 


identified by a handkerchief found in 
the pocket of his pa jam a coat. 


Mrs. Harrington and Lieut Curtis 


both died after being taken from the 
water. 


Thomas Harrington, of Bridge- 
port, Conn., husband of the dead 
woman, told a thrilling story of the 
wreck. 
Harrington and his 
wife 


were long in th« water and the man 
was swimming with his wife's hair 
between his teeth 
when the two 


were picked up. 


Mrs. 
Harrington died 
from 
ex- 


haustion after being hauled aboard 
the Xantucket. 


Representative* of the press were 


aU-barred from the Nantucket when 
s-he landed.

One voter out of every four in the 


larger cities, say social workers, has 
to resort regularly or occasionally to 
loan offices.

Andrew Carnegie, Vincent Astor, and 
other philanthropists are working on 
a plan just announced to supply loans 
at reasonable rates to honest working 
people. 


Not merely does the victim of the 


usurer have to pay

rate of interest. Frequently also he 
is assessed a string of charges for 
legal expenses whenever he fails by 
a few days to make a payment. The 
grip tightens day by day. A linal 
resource is to send a clerk into the 
place of business where the man is 
working, and bawl out- a demand to 
pay so every one can hear. Then he

money shark and borrows money at 
100 per cent to pay the first loan. 


Yet efforts so far to make these small 


loans at low rates have not ccmmon.y 
been 
successful. 
Some 
philanthro- 


pists tried it in Cincinnati. 
They 


found that to make the small loans 
self supporting, they had to charge 4& 
per cent. All these companies 
are 


the victims of swindlers whose re- 
sourcefulness is beyond belief. Every- 
one thinks it is fair game to cheat a 
usurer.

fices charge only a rate of interest 
sufficient to pay expenses, charge off 
a volume of losses yearly, and pay a* 
decent profit. 
The honest man pays

lenders have existed since the earliest 
glimmering of history.

fore they were plunged into the wa/- 
ter. 


Not ten minutes intervened 
be- 


tween the time the blunt 'bow of the 
lumbering Nantucket 
crashed 
its 


way into the side of the Dominion 
liner and the time the latter slid 
under the waves. 
The 85 rescued 


huddled on the 
Nantucket 
today 


were lifted from the icy water af- 
ter their vessel had gone dowrf. 


Both vessels had* quieted 
down 


for the night hours before the col- 
lision. Captain Berry, on the bridge 
of the Nantucket and 
the slowly 


pacing lookout, had the 
deck 
to 


themselves as 
the 
vessel 
sTowly 


skimtned through the fog and mist. 
CaptjSn Johnson kept the bridge of 
the Monroe. 


Thus with sleep spreading a mantle 


of silence over all, and the dense fog 
enfolding the heaving sea, tne two 
vessels felt their way toward 
each 


other in the "dark. As the Nantucket 
staggered back after the crunch of 
steel on steel. Captain Berry swung 
out his searchlight and 
dimly 
the 


bulk of the settling Monroe loomed 
up through the drifting <fog 
Uncer- 


tain as to the fate of his own vessel, 
he ordered out the Hfe boats 
Lost 


from view in the fog they began the 
work of rescue. Guided onlv by the 
shrieks of the drowning, the boats 
picked up the survivors. 
When the 


searchlights faint glow brought to 
view no more struggling figures and 
when the shouts of the 
Hfe boat's 


crew brought no answering shouts 
from the sea, the task was given up. 


With 
her saloon 
crowded with 


drenched and suffering men and wo- 
men the Nantucket turned her gaping 
prow southward. Soon she 
fqll 
in 


with the Dominion liner Hamilton, 


answering the cry of distress. Con- 
veyed by the Hamilton, the Nantucket 
was making her way slowly to Nor- 
folk 
She will be met by the revenue 


cutter Onondaga and was expected in 
port late today. « 


Captain Johnson, aboard the Nan- 


tucket began making up a list of the 
Monroe's rescued to be sent by "wire- 
less to Norfolk. The shock—ten min- 
utes from sleep to struggle in the 
cold sea—and the exposure prove a 
grave trial to many of those saved. 
Wireless messages report a number in 
serious condition. 
-" 


The Monroe is the first 
steamer 


lost by the Old Dominion Line during 
the half century it has been in oper- 
ation. The steamer was valued at ap- 
proximately $500,000 and her cargo as 
much more, making the total loss ex- 
clusive of lives, about-$1,000,000. 


Mrs. 
T. J. Woods, the only Norfolk 


passenger on board the Monroe, left 
on the Ill-fated vessel for New York 
to reach the bedside of her dying hus- 
band. The fate of Mrs. Woods was 
not known today when a telegram 
from New York told of the death of 
her husband.

FIRST ACCIDENT 


EVER SUFFERED BY 


THE OLD DOMINION 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEORAM) 


New YoYk, Jan. 30.—Official confir- 


mation of the sinking of the steamer 
Monroe was given early today by H. 
B. Walker, president of the Old Do- 
minion Steamship company fin a tele- 
phone message to offices of the line 
here from Washington. Until he had 
talked by telephone with Mr. Walker, 
Superintendent James Leyland of the 
main line division, was loath to ac- 
cept as true the wireless reports of 
the disaster. Captain Leyland point- 
ed <fut that the Monroe carried every 
protection against such an accident 
and he was visibly affected when Mr. 
Walker confirmed 
the press dis- 


patches. 


"It is the first accident we've ever 


had," 
Captain Leyland said, as tears 


sprang to fate eyes, "and we can only 
hope that the loss of life is not as 
great as reported." 


No news of the collision was re- 


ceived at offices of the Old Dominion 
line here except through President 
Walker from Washington who kept in 
communication "with Norfolk. 


Captain Leyland said the Monroe 


carried forty-six first cabin and eight 
second cabin passengers and a crew of 
70. He said President 
Walker had 


confirmed press reports (hat of the 124 
Derscns aboard 85 were rescued by the 
Nantucket.

WILL OCCUPY 


NEW DUPING 


AmyDuiK'emettt was made today 


! of the purchase of the new factory 
building just completed by Harry 
Swisher in South Fourth street on 
the site of the old canal, by"'John H. 


i Swisher & Son cigar manufacturers. 
The deal was closed Thursday night 
and 
the 
formal 
transfer of 
the 


property will be made today. 


Marry Swisher takes in exchange 


the factory building in West Main 
street now occupied by J. H. Swisher 
& Son. 
It -is understood that the 


deal involves property worth close 
to $70,000. It includes the buildtng 
and site of the new factory, all the 
stock, equipment and fixtures. 


The new building is three stories 


in height with a frontage on Fourth 
street of 50 feet and a depth of 200 
feet. The three floors and basement 
will give a floor space of nearly 
50.000 square feet, almost double 
the capacity of the old building. 


It is regarded as the most sanitary 


building for the exclusive manufac- 
ture of cigars and stogies in the 
United States. 
It is constructed of 


steel and concrete and is practically 
fire proof. 
All the floors are of 


concrete, the stairways are of steel 
and the only wood used in the con- 
struction is in the doors and door 
frames and the fixtuies. 


The latest approved method 
of 


window construction was used, and 
the four walls on each of the three 
floors are almost entirely of glass, 
set in steel frames. 
Perfect ventila- 


tion is possible on every floor. 
The building has two large furnaces 


for heating the building and a third 
oae for the generation of steam to 
operate the machines. 
In the base- 


ment are located the storage rooms 
and the box factory where all boxes 
for the packing department will be 
made. 


The shipping and receiving depart- 


ment is located on the first floor 
convenient for dispatching and re- 
ceiving stock. The manufacturing de- 
partment will occupy practically the 
entire second floor and later a part 
of the third floor may be utilized 
for this part of the business. 
Th? 


third floor will also have a certain 
section set aside for a dining room 
for the use of the employes. 


Mr. Swisher announced Friday 


that he would immediately make 
arrangements to transfer the entire 
business to'the new location. 
The 


offices will be fitted up first and 
occupied by the many clerks stenog- 
raphers and 
accountants necessary ] 


to handle the company's large busi- 
ness. 


As rapidly as possible 
thereafter 


the other departments will be trans- 
fered to the new building. It is be- 
lieved that a month or six weeks 
will see the company permanently 
settled in its new home. 


It is understood that Harry Swish- 


er will begin work to remodel the 
old factory building in West Main 
street, putting the first floor into 
condition to be rented as business 
rooms and arranging the second floor 
into living apartments.
